Dr. Rixey immediately ordered that the

physician, she was led to the coffin, and 
agpent a half hour sitting quietly beside her 
husband's body. She then went to her room 


and slept quietly until dawn was breaking. 
when she awakened Dr. Rixey and again 
asked to go to the east room. The request 
was complied with in the same manner.

LIKE BEREAVED

NEW YORK, Sept. 18.—Commenting on 
the scenes about the death bed of Pres!- 
dent McKinley at the Milburn house in 
Buffalo, Senator Chauncey M. Depew said: 


“I was among the men who

PROGRESS OF THE 
FUNERAL TRAIN 
FROM WASHINGTON. 


ON BOARD THE FUNERAL TRAIN, 
Sept. 18—The train bearing the body of 
President McKinley to Canton left Wash- 
ington at 8:20 o'clock last evening. The 
journey through the night was without 
special incident. 

Daylight dawned as it arrived at Altoona, 
at the foot of the eastern slope of the Alle- 
ghenies. But through the semi-darkness 
the forms of many people could be seen 


strung along the track. Without the depot, 
a vast throng, numbering three or four 
thousand people, surged up to the train. 
Many must have been there all night, and 
others had waited for hours, as the train 
was originally scheduled to reach that 
point at 8:20 a. m.

TN NEAR FUTURE

Presidents Hereafter Will 
Dwell in Privacy. 


NOW, EVEN A BATH IS PUBLIC 


MOST OF THE HOUSE IS USED FOR 
OFFICES. 


Many Plans for Improvement Are 
Broached, Some for Enlargement, 
While Others Contemplate an 
Entire New Building 
Elsewhere. 


WASHINGTON, Gept. 18.—That future 
presidente will be permitted to dwell in the 
privacy and comfort consistent with the 
dignity of their office seesm at last as- 
sured, 

A public functionary who stands in the 
best position to pass judgment has this 
week pointed out to your correspondent the 
actual needs of the presidential abode. 
These needs are suprising, to say the least. 
Nearly all mre such as cannot be remedied 
inside the original shell of the historic 


mansion.

‘“‘Eleavy rains have proved unfavorable in 
the central and west gulf states, in por- 
tions of the Ohlo Valley and Tennessee, and 
in the upper Missouri Valley, while crops 
have suffered from dreuth in the south 
Atlantic coast districts. East of the Rocky 
Mountains the temperature conditions have 
favorable, except in the upper Mis- 
sourt Valley, where it has been too cool and 
rrosts: were of quite general occurrence, 
in Some instances damaging in the plateau 
region. Generaily favorable conditions pre- 
Valied In the Pacific coast stations. 

; « 00], wet weather has checked the ma- 
turing of corn in Nebraska and South Da- 
kota, and in the central and eastern dis- 
tricts of the corn beit the crop is practi- 
cally safe from frost and cutting {s well] 
advanced.
